tor his first book “Whitewash; 
The Report on the Warren 
Report” (he claims commer- 
cial publishers thought the sub- 
ject too hot to handle and feared 
government reprisals), he and 
his wi to ha ve had to run a family 
publishing house to see the 
results of his investigations in 
print (“I had to invent the un- 
derground book to reopen the 
investigation of the most con- 
troversial subject in American 
history/ 1 he says.) 

The Weisbergs edit the books, 
set the type, supervise thetr 
printing, and distribute them by 
mail. 

They look like few other 
books. Bound paperback style, 
they are printed by a process 
which simply photographs 
typed manuscript pages. As a 
result, they look like they were 
printed on a photostat machine.

He acknowledges faults in his 
writing style.
